SEND MADEROS TO CAPITAL. - 

In Monterey the Federals arrested, 
among others, two of the Maderos 
and an Aguilar who isa _ relation, 
sending them to Mexico City. Later 
they burned the Aguilar house, sdy- 
ing that there had been firing from it 
during the fighting. 

To make their more realistic 
they scattered around the 
house so that the neighbors could 
hear them go off as the house burned, 
Incidentally, they hanged the family

The day after the hting ceased 
there was a large number of Federal 
troops around the National Ratlway 
station.

Streets Ic Called Beyond. 

COVINA, Nov. 26.—The man who 
twenty-five years ago planted citrus 
trees and nursery stock where the 
main strest of Covine mow the 
city, Mes dead at his home at the 
corner of Fourth and Badillo streets. 
Thomas Allen. McCormick was one 
of the first men to have a vision of 
the possibilities of the upper San Ga- 
briel Valley. He came to the town- 
site of Covina when it was covered 
with tall mustard stalks, and when 
the few .settlers In the country car- 
ried water In barrels from the mouth 
of the San Gabriel Canyon to keep 
the cattle alive in the long days of 
the summer. 

McCormick bought a large num- 
ber of lots In the townsite at a time 
when the little boom which had been 
started was on the wane. His judg- 
ment proved of the right kind, and 
in the years that followed, he wae 
made comfortable through the rapid 
increase in real estate values. At the 
time of his death he had disposed 
of all his property with the excep- 
tion of his home place on Badillo 
street. 


Mr. McCormick was a Kentuckian, 
born in 1843, and all his life was a 
farmer. He joined the fortunes of 
the Confederate cause during the 
Civil War, and saw active service in 
several campaigns. 

A family reunion was held at the 
McCormick home last Sunday to cele- 
brate the pioneer’s seventieth birth- 
day. The old gentleman was hale 
and well on this day, and attended 
church twice, going to the house of 
his faith, the Christian Church, which 
had been the faith of his ancestors, 
and the one In which his father 
preached through his life.
